The Rev. Tsilka in Plot. 

The dispatch adds that the ‘“‘ Reverend 
‘Tsilka’’’ has been arrested on the charge of 
complicity in the kidnaping of Miss Stone. 

The Rev. Mr. Tsilka, who was arrested, is 
the husband of Mme. Tsilka, Miss Stone’s 
companion. lt was announced recently that 
the Turkish authorities suspected the Rev. 
Mr. Tsilka -of complicity in the abduction of 
the missionaries. 

Mme. K. S. Tsilka is a Bulgarian woman 
and the husband is a Macedonian teacher of 
Samakoyv. Mme. Tsilka was educated at the 
Northfield Seminary. At the time of receiv- 
ing her American training and education she 
was Miss Stephanora, a Bulgarian. Mr. 
Dwight L. Moody, becoming interested in her 
welfare, found a place for her in his school. 
Having finished her training at that institu- 
tion she became a trained nurse. 

While engaged in her professional duties 
in the Adirondacks she became acquainted 
with Mr. Tsilka, a Macedonian, who had also 
been educated in the United States. He was 
preparing for wofk as a medical missionary.

Says Tsilka Is Arrested. 
| [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] | 

LONDON, Feb. 19, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Telegraph from Sofia confirms the report 
that the Turkish authorities have arrested 
the husband of Mme. Tsilka, Miss Stone’s 
companion, for complicity with the abduc- 
tors. 

Says Bandits Are Macedonians. 

The Daily Mail quotes Spencer Eddy, sec- 
retary of the American Legation at Constan- 
tinople, as confirming, on the eve of his sail- 
ing for New York on the steamer Kroa 
Prinz Wilhelm, the statements that Miss 
Stone’s abductors are Macedonian revolu- 
tionsts. 

They had expended in telegrams, negotia- 
tions, and in transporting their prisoners 
from place to place an amount of money thar 
no brigands were likely to control, Their 
extraordinary delay in coming to terms was 
owing to their extreme ignorance, they being 
genuinely convinced that everybody in the 
United States customarily goes about with 
from $40,000 to $50,000. Hence they regarded 
the proposed ransom as a mere bagatelle 
and being unable to obtain even that they 
doubted the good faith of the negotiators. 


Miss Ellen M. Stone was made a pri 
by brigands on Sept. 3, 1901, while escent 
with Mrs. Tsilka, wife of an Albanian preach- 
er, in the mountains along the frontier be- 
tween Turkey and Bulgaria. Her captors 
who were evidently Bulgarians disguised as 
Turkish soldiers, immediately demanded a 
ransom of $112,500 for her release. ‘Interna- 
tional. complications impeded the negotla-

claring Turkey was responsible. 


How She Was Captured. 

Details of the circumstances attending the 
capture of Miss Stone and her companion are 
meager and can only be compiled from the 
disconnected statements of a few eye-wit- 
nesses. 

It seems‘that the capture was made at 4 p. 
m. om Sept. 3 while Miss Stone and Mrs. 
Tsilka were traveling with friends from Ban- 
sko to Dijumajo. There were fifteen to eight- 
een persons in the party. The bandits con- 
fronted them in a narrow valley, surrounded 
them, and compelled them to wade a river and. 
ascend a wooded mountain side for about an 
hour. There appeared to be about forty 
brigands, dressed like Turks, speaking 
good Bulgarian. 

At length a stopping place was reached. 
The next morning Miss Stoneand Mrs. Tsilka 
were missed, and it was apparent that the 
main body of the outlaws had departed, leay- 
ing only a guard, , 

Later this guard compelled the captives to 
give up their watches, money, and jewelry, 


after which they disappeared up the moun- 


tain, kaving the missionaries free. 


Letter from Mr. Tsilka. 
“cWith’Mrs. Tsilka’s party was her husband, 
In a letter written to an American mission- 
ary Gregory Tsilka related the following de- 


tails of the abduction:

Heidelmeter glanced at the clock. It was

Then he started to his office for his cap.

Everything is | 
packed,’’ he continued; “‘ all but my picture,”’ 
referring to the big portrait painted by a 
sign painter at Clybourn avenue and Di- 
vision street. ‘‘ That'will go over in the 
morning.”” Then the procession filed back 
into the station, and in the Inspector’s outer 
office waited the tolling of the bell marking 
the passing of Inspector Heidelmeier. 

The last official order he issued was a spe- 


cial detail fér a policeman at a dance to be 


given at Foltz’s Hall, North avenue and 
Larrabee street, next Saturday evening. 
At 7 o’clock the men filed by him, few, if 


any, knowing that he was no longer in com- 


mand. When the last had gone he called 
to his driver and drove to his home, his last 
ride in the buggy assigned for the use of the 
Inspector of the Fifth Division. 

So passed Inspector Heidelmeler. 


Other Inspectors’ Farewell. 
Inspectors Hartnett and Kalas last even- 
ing delivered ‘‘ farewell addresses ’’ to their 
men, respectively at Harrison street and 
West Chicago avenue.

Ones of Much. 


FEARS FOR THE FUTURE. 


Representatives of Many Clubs 
Discuss Question at Social 
Economies Reciproc- 

. ity Day. 


SCHOOL BOARD, TOO, BLAMED 


Evening clothes and nerve-destroying late 
hours for children were deplored by club 
women yesterday afternoon. Costly gowns 
for girls, miniature dress suits for the boys, 
and long dancing parties for both were held 
to ‘be direct causes of the loss of the period 
of childhood. 

With their denunciation of the introduc- 
tion of society etiquette among thé little 
ones came the deploring of the present child 
labor system that is now increasing in IIli- 
nois and an attack on the Board of Education 
for abolishing the kindergartens. 

The discussion took place at the annual 
reciprocity meéting of the Social Economics 
club, held in the Masonic Temple. The wom- 
en were deeply in earnest and their ideas 
seemed to coincide on all the subjects they 
took up. 

lt was the intention of the Social Econom- 
ics club to have representatives from every 
woman’s club of the city present and give 
each three minutes, but some of the clubs 
failed to send representatives, so the time 
Was not limited. Dr. Frances Dickinson 
presided. 


Robbed of Their Childhood. 

“The child of the middle class is being 
robbed ofits childhood days,’’ said Harriet 
Stone of the Woman’s Culture club. ‘ The 
little girl is out of the kindergarten at 4 or 
out of school at 3 o’clock. She can’t play on 
the sidewalk because she isagirl. Shecan’t 
take out her dolls; she must practice the 
piano or hear her mother read. She eats a 
hearty dinner, and then must study, because 
she must get into the high school before 
she is 13 or be called stupid. City girls at 
12 can sing, play, and dress like young 
ladies. They have given up the healthful 


out-of-door air and play to be young women 


long before their time. Society is robbing 
them of the best of their young lives.” 


* Is childhood being shortened?’’ queried 


Mrs. F. J. Cushing of the Irving Park 5So- 
rosis. “It surely is. The child of today 
does not play with its fellows. It meets 

‘ grown-ups * instead, and does not havea 
chance really to play until it goes to school. 
It is fashionable in these days to have small 
families, and the,little ‘ones are really. grown 
long before their time.. They mimic and 
follow their elders in habits and talk.”’ 

‘Too Many Costly Gifts. 

spirit -of extravagance is robbing 
childhood of its years,’”’ stated Maud Smibert 
Lyon of the Sesame club. “ Think of the 
way the little ones are showered with gifts. 
Five and six handsome presents every 
Christmas! They are robbed of their pleas- 
ure, for they do not appreciate any of them. 
They are old before theirtime. Amusements 
mark the degree of maturity in both the old 
The children of today have 
parties that rival in splendor those given 
for Princes. They are gowned in the gowns 
of their elders. They become little old men 
and women. I heard this said recently by 
a little boy to his father: ‘I have invited 
Helen to the next party, and I think I ought 
to have acab.’ That boy was-but 7 and the 
girl but 6 years of age. All these things 
hurry our children through ‘the delightful 
period of childhood at a double quick pace, 
and the boy and girl of 5 are older than ney 
should be at 12.” 


Childhood Becoming a Lost Art. 

‘©I tremble lest childhood soon becomes a 
lost art,’’ spoke Mrs. J. E. Lemon of the 
Current Topic club.. Look at child 
sleeping the sleep of childhood and see how 
calm its face and features. But does it last? 
Soon comes that expression of tension never 
to go away. How do you and'l take that 
expression when we see it coming? We say, 
‘What an expression it shows! How in- 
tellectual.’ 

“The American child is nervous, It can- 
not sleep.

A fire, followed by an explosion of gas, 
wrecked the Tecumseh flats, 5601-3607 Wash- 
ington avenue, shortly after 7 o’clock last 
the time homeless. The fire burned slowly; 
and some articles of furniture from neariy 


Pall of the twenty-eight flats of the buliding 


were carried in safety to the street. 

The flats were a four-story brick structure, 
with a court, built for World's Fair patron- 
age, and were owned by Perley Lowe of ihe 
lumber firm of Lowe & Helmer. The bulld- 
ing, which was worth $75,000, was insured 
for $50,000. Most of the tenants were with- 
out insurance. 

The dwellers in the flats were warned of 
their danger in ample time, and for a haif 
hour before the flames swept the building 
men and women carried clothing and valu- 
ables from the flats while the roof was burn- 
ing.

Blaze Starts Over Boiler. 


The fire started directly over the boiler 
head, a little east of the center of the struct- 
ure, and spread to the court, whence it was 
borne to the reof. A small shed at the rear 
of the flats was filled with barrels of oll 
stored for the Field Columbian Museum, 
but a falling wall crushed the structure and 
spilied the oil before there was danger of an 
explosion. { 

The explosion of gas came twenty minutes 
after the fire had gained headway. A part 
of the east wall fell from the force of the 
impact, and a short time afterward the 
east end ofthe south wall fell. Several per-

Narrow Escape of a Tenant. 


Stephen Wirts, living on the third floor in 
the rear of his building, was in his room 
when the explosion came. The wall near 
which he was standing fell outward, but he 
rushed to the hallway before the floor sank. 
He reached the ground in safety and started 
back to save some of the jewelry of Mrs. G.

Janitor’s Wife Gives Alarm. 


The janitor’s wifeexhibited much presence 
of mind whem the alarm was sounded. She 
rushed to the hallway and rang the bells in 


every flat in. the building, calling up the tube 


that the building was on fire. The alarm 
was turned in by Raymond Knight, a 14- 
year-old lad. 

When the Fire-department reached the 
flats the fire was'burning through the center 
and east end, .The effort to-keep. the blaze 
confined to the east end failed on account of 
the strong draft. Tenants were working in 
the Washington avenue front while - the 
whole east half of the structure was a fur- 
nace of flame, .At 10 o'clock the flames were 
nearly. out. and the three walls of bulld- 
ing alone remained. 


Many Lose Nearly 


Many of the dwellers in the flats lost nearly 
all they possessed. J. M. Kenney. a sales- 


man, who recently had moved to the build- 


ing, did not save anything from his sulte of 
rooms. His wife and child were visiting in 
Pittsburg and he had just returned from a 


He left his home at 7 o'clock and on returning 
nearly an hour later found the building 
wrapped in flames. He estimates his total 
loss at $2,000, with noinsurance. 

Stephen Wirts had recently bought a qian 
tity of furniture, which remained unpacked, 
The fire destroyed most of it. Frank B. Mel- 
ville, a sculptor, living in the. building, lost 
a quantity of his own works of art.

day. It was openly charged by the doctor's 
attorney that the accusations of mistreating 
boys were simply the means used to get rid of 
him. 
“Tt happens,”’ said State Committeeman 
Ralph F. Bradford tonight, “that Dr. Mar- 
shall belongs to the Republican faction in 
Livingston County that is not in accord with 
Governor Yates. He would have resigned 
some time ago had his friends not insisted he 
must ‘ stick ’ and be fired; consequently these 
charges have been filed.”’ 

The persons back of the prosecution are. 
confident Marshall will be dismissed; his 
friends also think the same way, alleging 
that no matter how thoroughly they have 
punctured the charges, it ison the cards that 
the doctor must go. 


One Charge Is Abandoned. 


Dr. Marshall was charged specifically with 
slapping the face of John Collins and with 
fil-using him from a medical standpoint. 
This latter charge was disproven by three 
physicians and practically was abandoned. 

One of Dr. Marshall's friends at the close 
of the day’s proceedings said: , 

“ How farcical the charges are was brought 
out in the testimony. He has been shown 
guilty of the crime of slapping a boy’s face 
in a penal institution, where breaking canes 
and chairs over inmates’ heads has been 
systematically condoned. With the case 
once rightly set before the public, the doctor 
does not care much how soon they discharge 
him. His personal and professional standing 
in this community is establisifed, All he is 
jooking for it to be set right where he is not 
known.”’ 


Slapping of Boy Not Denied. 

In the cross-examination of the witnesses 
for the prosecution today the lawyers rep- 
resenting Dr. Marshall made no attempt to 
deny the main fact alleged. It only amount- 
ed to the charge that the doctor had mildly 
slapped the face of the complaining witness.. 
Judge C. C. Strawn outlined his case when 
he said: ‘‘ Our position is that the inmate 
who worked up the evidence in this case got 

his parole under a fulfilled promise that he 

would procure evidence which would make 
possible the discharge of Dr. Marshall.” 


Witness Admits Seeing Governor. 

Sensational testimony came, however, 
when Superintendent M. M. Mallory, an ap- 
pointee of Governor Yates, was being cross- 

examined. It was he who made the com- 
plaint against Dr. Marshall, and R. S. Mc- 
Jiduff, the other attorney for Dr. Marshall, 
asked him: 

Were you in Springfield with D. S. Mey- 
ers and F. G. White the last week in Decem- 
ber or the first in January, and did you see 
Governor Yates?”’ 

Yes.’’ 

* Did you not then insist to the Governor, in 
talking of Republican politics in Livingston 
County, that if the faction were to control 
here something must be done to get rid of Dr. 


Marshall?’’ 


The superintendent flushed and hesitated, 
and finally almost whispered: ‘‘ I can’t say.’’ 
“ You mean you won't say whether you did 
or not?”’ 
Yes.”’ 

“That visit to the Governor at Springfield 
was before you filed the charges against Dr. 
Marshall?’’ 

Yes.”’

SALUTE PRINCE. 


Rear Admiral Evans Issues 
Official Orders to Ships’ 
Commanders. 


VESSELS IN. FULL DRESS. 


Plans for Launching of the Em- 
peror’s Yacht Completed; Hen- 
ry to Visit Columbia. 


New York, Feb. 18.—Rear Admiral Robley 
D. Evans today issued orders to the Captains 
of his fleet concerning their duties on Wash- 
ington’s birthday, the day Prince Henry is 
First the orders direct 
that at 8 a. m. the vessels of the squadron 
will ** full dress ’’ ship and remain so dressed 
until sunset. At meridian a national salute 
will be fired. 

When the Kron Prinz Wilhelm, having on 
board Prince Henry, arrives the Rear Ad- 
miral and his staff will board the liner at or 
near quarantine. When the vessel passes 
Evans’ squadron the vessels will man the 
military tops, turrets, and rails. A salute 
of twenty-one guns will be fired by each ship, 
the German flag being broken at the main at 
the first gun. At the last gun of the salute 
each vessel will haul down the German flag 
and rehoist the American flag. 


Commanders to Visit Prince. 


When the Hohenzollern hoists the imperial 
standard a salute of twenty-one guns will be 
fired by each ship of the squadron. After 
the imperial standard has been saluted the 
commanding officers of the squadron wil) 
visit the Hohenzollern and pay their respects 
to Prince Henry. 

The ships of the squadron will be illu- 
minated with electric lightsand mottoes fur- 
nished for the purpose from 7 p. m. to 9 p. m.

Chicago will wake up this morning and 
find several hundred new candidates Tor 
**jobs.”” Yesterday there were fruit stands, 
flower booths, and tables of venders on the 
streets. Last night, however, the “ mer- 
chants ” turned out their gaslights and quit. 
Today the thoroughfares of-@hicago will be 
cleared of every suggestion of street barter- 
ing: Mayor Harrigon’s order of eviction, 
based upon the action of the City Council and 
enforcing the ordinance sounding the death 
knell of the street stand, fairly whirled 
from one end of the city to the other. 

Policemen acting under instructions from 
Chief of Police O’Neill put in most of the 
day notifying street venders maintaining 
stands that their finish had arrived. They 
were routed out of secluded corners under 
the elevated structure on the Union Loop; 


the curbs of down-town streets; soughtatfer 
in the openings of alleys, and pursued up 
the slippery approaches to bridges. To all 
of them the same command was given: “ This 
is your last day of grace. 
of here by tomorrow morning.”’ 


Quick Action a Surprise. 


The peremptory order, although expected, 
came as a stunning surprise to those inter- 
ested. They did not look for it so soon, and 
while none was willing to quit, they saw no 
way of evading the ordinance and, without 
exception, accepted the notice with sad 
smiles and shrugs of the shoulders expres- 
sive of their unwillingness. They agreed to 
quit because they were compelled to, 

Not a street vender who maintained any 
sort of a table on the sildewalk escaped the 
policemen detailed to circulate the order, 
The edict swept along Fifth avenue, where 
dozens of these dealers have profited for 
years from the patronage of suburban pas- 
sengers using the Northwestern Depot; up 
and down State street, over Clark, ans 
through Wabash. avenue and Van Buren 
street. In these thoroughfares most of ths 
street venders in the down-town district were 
found, In'the outlying districts similar con- 
ditions prevailed, but the venders there were 
hit less hard because their patronage was 
not so great. 


Bargain Sales Follow Order.’ . 


‘When the order to quit business recelved 
general circulation the venders, most ‘of 
them Greeks, started out to make the most 
of their ** last day on earth.’’ They immedi- 
ately loaded down their stands with all the 
fruit in their possession and stuck up “ bDar- 
gain day ”’ signs and cards announcing they 
were selling out “ at cost.” Everywhere in 
the down-town district streets took on a 


‘county fair aspect, and the air was torn with 


the shouts of hawkers who wanted to get rid 
of everything in sight. They worked hard 


pand late last night, looked disconsolately 


at the remnants of their stocks, put out 
their lights, bundled up what was left, and 
went home. Today most of the stands will 
be removed from the sidewalks. 


Left Without an Occupation. 


The Greeks were in an unhappy frame of 
mind when Mayor Harison’s order reached 
them. Many complained they were being 
persecuted. When asked what they expect- 
ed to do,. those who could understand Eng- 
lish shrugged their shoulders ang said they 
didn’t know. 

It’s bad business,’ said Nick Vousnakes, 
who for years has operated a fruit stand at 
the south approach to the Wells street bridge. 
**I make $700 a year here, and I can’t make 
that much anywhere else. Do? 
I do? They take my business away from 
me,”” 


Invalid Loses His Stand. 


Adjoining the site, occupied by Vousnakes 
was a small table three feet square loaded 
down with shoe strings and trinkets. This 
for years has been the business place of 
Kobo Toppes. He is 56 ydars old and an 
invali@ supporting an invalid wife on the 
profits of his small trade.

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REIGN OF RIOTS 
IN BARCELONA. 


Troops in Hourly Conflict 
with Growing Mobs of 
Strikers. 


BULLETS THE ONLY CHECK 


Pisturbances Extending to Sub- 
urbs, and Food Supplies 
Cut Off. 


MUCH ALARM IN MADRID. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BARCELONA, Feb. 18.—The strike situ- 
&tion is not improved here. The strikers are 
rioting at every occasion, and conflicts with 
the troops are of hourly occurrence. 
Rioting was renewed here this evening, and 
crowds of strikers paraded’the streets, doing 
extensive damage. The troops charged them 
repeatedly, but only succeeded in dispersing 
them on opening fire. The strikers then as- 
sembied in large numbers in the outskirts 
of the city. It is feared they meditate an 
attack upon the factories. Troops have pro- 
ceeded to the factories to be in readiness 
for an emergency. 

Skirmishing in Suburbs. 

A serious collision between the troops and 
the strikers occurred today at San Martin, a 
village in the suburbs. Here the troops fired 
on the mob, killing three and wounding six. 

‘At Badelena the mob attacked the gen- 
darmes and the cavalry who were protect- 
ing the street car service, and a serious 
mélée followed in which one person Was 


_ killed and three were wounded. 


At Sabadell, also in the suburbs, the strik- 
ers burned the octrol tax offices and 4 con- 
vent. 

Troops have been sent to Sabadell and to 
other places to suppress the disorders. 

Raid a Prison Van. 
Rioters earlier in the day attacked a prison 


‘ Yan and attempted to release a number 


of strikers who had been made prisoners. 
A striker fired on the guard who, in retugn, 
shot and killed the man who fired on him. 

A large lumber yard has been burned by 
incendiaries and several stores neve, Been 
pillaged. 

The hew prefect presided today at a con- 
ference of delegates from the strikers and 
their employers, at which it was agreed that 
work should be resumed pending the adjust- 
ment of the claims of the strikers by a mixed 
commission. 

The official report of the/Captain General 
in regard to yesterday's disorders, which 
were caused by rioting’ strikers who were 
fired on by the troops, shows that two per- 
Sons were killed and fifteen wounded. 
Twenty arrests were made. 

Try to Stop Food Supply. 

MADRID, Feb. 18.—The strike movement 
threatens to fthvolve the whole of the 
Province of Catalonia. The strict censor- 
#hip maintained makes it difficult to get 
accurate news 'of the

One of the chief aims of the strikers at |

feared. It is believed the strikers have se- 
creted stores of provisions, 
Ships on Guard at Triest.

Rei Takes Action. 

VIENNA, Feb. 18.—After a heated debate 
and violent Socialist denunciation of the 
troops and Governor of Triest, a government 
bill, authorizing the establishment of martia} 
law, passed its first reading, and it was de- 
cided to appoint a committee instructed to 
report on the Triest disturbance within a 
week. 

The Premier, Dr. von Koerber, made a 
vigorous defense of the actions of the police 
and military at Triest, contending that An- 
archists, and not workmen, were at the 
tom of the trouble. The Premier further as- 
serted that an investigation had resulted in 
establishing beyond a doubt the fact of the 
existence of a terrorist organization, whose 
creed was absolute lawlessness, and against | 
which the whole force of the defensive pow- 
ere of the state must be directed. 


SPAIN HEARS OF INTERVENTION. 


Minister of Foreign Af Affairs Expresses 
Great Surprise at Hearing That 
Powers Had Made Move.

MADRID, Feb. 18—In response to an in- 
terpellation in the Senate today the Duke 
of Almodovar, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
seid the reports of intervention by other 
poWers at the time of the breaking out of the 
War with the United States came as a com- 
plete surprise to him.

‘For along time we had to wait and hear 
nothing. O, the agony and the sleepless 
nights that we have spent waiting and 
watching with no answer. Finally we gota 
letter telling us that the reason of their 
capture was to get money. They demand 
more than $100,000. It ts a large sum and it 
seems impossible to get it.’’ 

It was not until several weeks after the 
abduction that the seriousness of the case 
appealed to the people of the United States. 


State Department Active, | 


State department, however, 
the diplomatic machinery in motion as 
soon as it had beea notified of the abduction. 
Prompt representations were first made to 
the government of Turkey in the belief that 
the brigands were subjects of the Sultan. 

The. Sultan's government promptly took 
measures to secure the safety of Miss Stone. 
| Troops were scattered along the Turkish- 
Bulgarian frontier and every available hid- 
ing palce in the mountains along the border 
searched. The search, however, was in- 
effectual. 

It was then affirmed that the Macedonian 
Revolutionary committee of Buigaria was 
directly reeponsible for the abduction of 
| Miss Stone. This committee, which has for 
its object the release of the Macedonians 
from the Turkieh yoke, organized several! 
bands of brigands ae a part of its anti-gov- 
ernment crusade and sent them into the 
mountains to harass travelers and if possi- 
ble to provoke hostilities between Bulgaria 


and Turkey. 

One of these rties under Bous 
Sarafou, a former of the Macedo- 
nian committee, seized Miss Stone and her 
companions. The ransom was demanded ap- 


parently for the purpose of securing funds. 


Turkey Disclaims Responsibility. 

The Turkish government at once adopted 
the theory that the Macedonian committee 
was really to blame for Miss Stone's abduc- 
tion, and, without relaxing military vigil- 
ance on the frontier, disclaimed all responsi- 
bility for the captives’ safety or the punish- 
ment of her abductors, 

The American Cansular Agent at Coneten- 
tinople, Charies M. Dickinson, was dis- 
patched to Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria, to 
| oot the negotiations with the authorities 
of that principality. 

Mr. Dickinson was aided in every possible 
way. by the Russian and Austrian Ministere 
at Sofia, but after many weeks spent in 
fruitiess negotiation with the brigands and 
with the Bulgarian authorities was com- 
| pelled to return to Constantinople. 

In the meantime the friendeof Miss Stone 
in the United States became greatiy alarmed 
for het eafety. The American Board of For- 
eign Missions at first flatly refused to pay the 
ransom demanded.

On Oct. 4 an appeal was issued 
from Boston for contributions. The banking 
firm of Kidder, Peabody & Co. was appointed 
trustee of the fund. 

The appeal brought contributions amount- 
ing in the aggregate to about $66,000—the 
amount being kept secret by the advice of the 
State department. at Washington. 

Oct. 10 came and passed and Miss Stone 
was not put to death. It then became ap- 
parent ‘that the brigands were more anxious 
to secure the ransom than to make good their 
threat. From that time forward the fear of 


the missionary being murdered was reduced. 


to a minimum. 


Negotiations in Bulgaria. 

Interest in Miss Stone’s case then centered 
upon Consul Dickingon’s negotiations in Bul- 
garia. The Bulgarian authorities gave him 
permission to carry on his negotiations with 
the brigands direct, giving safe conduct to 
all messengers from both sides. 

The brigands at first held out for the full 
amount of the ransom and it was not until 
many weeks had passed that they showed 
any indication of accepting a lesser amount. 
Then, too, a great deal of dificulty was made 
by the brigands as to manner and place of 
paymeiit and the surrender of the captives. 

Turkey and Bulgaria also interposed con- 
tinued objections, both hoping to escape re- 
sponsibility. Neither Turkey nor Bulgaria 
was willing\that the ransom should be paid 
and the captives in 
territories. 

Messages from Miss Stone. 

Miss: Stome succeeded in sending several 
messages to her friends. From these mes- 
sages it was learned from time to time that 
she was well, although exposed to much 


hardship and suffering owing to the con- {

Several times reports of the death of Miss 
Stone and Mme. Tsilka have appeared, but 
the denials usually followed within a few 
days. On Dec, 1 the most circumstantial re- 
port was published in the Neue Freie Presse 
in Vienna. The Constantinople correspond- 
ent of that r telegraphed thatthe two 
women had det early in November and that 
their bodies had been found near Dubnitza, 
twenty-two miles from Sofia. 
was believed by the Rev. Henry C. Haskell, 
representative of the American boardin Bul- 
garia, and in a cablegram from Sofia on 
the same date he gave at length his reasons 
for believing that Miss Stone and her com- 
pandon were dead. 

This report was denied in a dispatch dated 
at Sofla on Dec. &% It was then stated that. 
the two captives were concealed in the vicin- 
ity of Rilo, five miles south of. Dubnitga. 

On Dec. 12 word was received that the con- 
dition of the captives had been ameliorated 
and that they were able to obtain rude com- 


forts. 
Negotiations Drag Along. — 

Negotiations still dragged, however, and on 
Dec. 17 W. W. Peet, Treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Mission, accompanied by the dragoman, 
or interpreter, of the United States Legation, 
left C le for the frontier to renew 
negotiations. It was understood that he was 
empowered to offer $70,000 in gold for the 
release of the prisoners. 

From that time until Miss Stone was act- 
ually released the report that she was free

As for the musical side of the production, 


the orchestra merits first mention. It has 


been guilty of so many and such terrible 
misdeeds in the past that its sudden reforma- 
tion last night had in it something almost 
overpowering in the surprise it caused. The 
Verdi score was played creditably through- 
out, and in many places excellently. The 
tricky music of the third act was given 
cleanly, clearly, and with good revealment 
of its sensuous beauty, and served to show 
of what the orchestra really is capable when 
compelled to.do its best. It is unfortunate 
that Mr. Emanuel was not secured earlier in . 
the season—it would have resulted in several 
evenings of completer enjoyment for the 
Studebaker patrons. 

Last evening Miss Ludwig was henird in 
the title rdle. She made a pretty Ethiopian 
to leok upon, and much of her singing was 
pleasant to listen to, the duet with Rhadames 
in the Nile scene being particularly well 
sung. Mr. Delamotta was the warrior lover, 
and although Me had to struggle to compass 
the high notes with which the music of the 
role is liberally sprinkled, such portions as 
were within his reach he gave with consid- 
erable understanding and effectiveness. Mr. 
Clark was a vocally enjoyable but dramat- 
ically rather mild Amonasro; Miss Dufré was 
an intensely black-haired and moderately 
light voiced Amneris; Mr. Boyle a ponder- 
ous Ramfis, both in physique and in voice;

Song Concert. 

Last evening in Music Hall, before an au- 
dience of fair proportions, a song voncert 
was given by Vernon d’Arnalle, baritone, 
and Miss Mabel Geneva Sharp,soprano. An 
industrious blower of a cornet next door 
endeavored to furnish an obligato to a group 
of Mr. d’Arnalle’s love ballads, but the singer 
objected and the strenuous assistant was 
finally silenced. He won around of applause

Miss Sharp seems a singer of more than 
usual possibilities. Her voice is a soprano 
of healthy, firm quality, unusually well 
placed, of ample range and power, clear, yet 
sympathetic, and under fair control. It 
‘would seem that only further schooling and 
a broadening of her emotional and interpre- 
tative powers were needed to make of her 
a soprano singer of far more than average 
abilities.

LOST MITTEN A CLEW.| 


The two boy prisoners in the Warren Ave- 
nue Police Station who for three days have 
tried to throw upon their companions the re-. 
sponsibility for the 
Schrodes, the grocery boy, weakened yes- 
terday evening and confessed that they them- 
selves were the murderers. 

John Heine and Frank Koales are the selt- 
confessed slayers. They had been held mere- 
ly as witnesses by the police, for they had 

thrown, or tried to throw, the guilt on their 
Compaen Charles Miller and George W. 


Evidence gathered by the police proves all 
the youths arrested td be guilty of robbery, 
burglary, and other crimes, but until the 
confession of the two boys last night they 
were not held guilty of the graver crime. 
According to the confession, signed by both 
of the 17-year-old youths, the murder was an 
unpremeditated one, and was committed‘only 
when they believed their only escape wes 
to kill the boy who fought them. 


Story of Crime Told in Detail. 


In the confession signed by both boys the 
story of the attempted robberyds told in de- 
tail. The store of G. C. Byrnes, Sacramentu 
avenue and Lexington street, had just been 
opened by the 16-year-old clerk, Schrodea, 
when the youthful robbers approached, 

Drawing masks, which they carried in 
their pockets, over their faces, the boys 
entered the place, only to be met with a half 
dozen shots from the revolver of the clerk, 
who disdained their command to surrender 
his weapon. 

The fire was returned, and at the third 
shot the clerk staggered and fell, after 
which his assassins fled. Although all pre- 
vious returns to their haunts had been made 
on the Metropolitan elevated line, they feared 
to ride cn it after the murder, and walked 
to their resort at State and Van Buren 
streets. 


Revolver Thrown from Viaduct. 

On the way the weapons with whith th2 
murder had been committed were thrown 
from the Randolph street viaduct. One ot 
the mittens carried by the twain was lost 
in the revolver battle, and occasioned consid- 
erable anxiety to both, which in part led to 
the confession. 

Both the boys who admit the murder are 


‘but 17 years of age. Koales resides with his 


parents at 784 Spaulding avenue, and hither- 
to has borne an excellent reputation. Heine 
resides in the district about Fisk and Twen- 
tieth streets, and has been under arrest 
many times for petty thefts,

LAST OF COLOMBIA BANK 


DECISION ON REMAINING ASSETS 
SOON TO BE FILED, 


Suit of George W. Henry to Be Finished 
by March 15—He Seeks to Recover 
Collateral Which Was Sold by the 
Receiver Amounting to $100,000— 
Institution One of Zimri Dwiggine’ 
Chain Which Broke Up in May, 1893 
—Creditors Receive 80 Per Cent. 


The final chapter in the history of the de- 
furnct Columbia National Bank will be writ- 
ten in a chancery court decree on or perhaps 
before March 15. A large number of stock- 
holders are awaiting the decision, as it in-. 
volves the disposition of assets amounting to 
$100,000 in notes and securities. 

The affairs of the Columbia National have 
been in the hands of W. C. Niblack, receiver, 
ever since its failure in May, 1893. Under 
his administration 80 per cent of the Mabill- 
ties have been discharged in the form of divi- 
dends to depositors and others holding 
claims against the bank. Timothy J. Fell, 
attorney for the receiver, stated yesterday 
that no more dividends would be paid. 


Suit to Recover Collateral. 


But for the filing of a bill in chancery. 
nearly four years ago by George W. Henry, 
one of the bank’s heavy depositors, the af- 
fairs of the concern would have been wound 
up without delay. Mr. Henry instituted 
proceedings for the recovery of collateral 
amounting to $100,000 which he had deposit- 
ed as security for loans he had obtained from 
the bank. He claimed that the collateral 
was held under an agreement that it should 
not be sold or disposed of except to cover his 
indebtedness. : 

When the bank went under in the panic 
of i893 the receiver sold. the notes and se- 
curities deposited by Mr. Henry and credit- 
ed his indebtedness as paid. Five years 
later Mr. Henry filed his bill in chancery 


that the collateral should have been turned 
over to him insteadof being sold. Since then 
the case has dragged along in the courts.

CUSTOMERS GIVE RETAIL DEAL- 


ERS A BUSY DAY. 


Many Shop-Owners Ignorant of the

‘RATE WAR TO PACIFIC COAST 
POINTS THREATENS. 


Executive Committee of Western Pas- 
senger Association Will Meet to 
Discuss Subject — Complications 
Caused by Colonist Terms May Ex-

Opposed for Control of Lackawanna

The cheap rates announced last Saturday 
to Montana, north Pacific coast, and Cali-— 
fornia points, to be in effect during March 
and April, will come up for consideration 
at a meeting of the Executive committee , 
of the Western Passenger association, to be 
held in this city tomorrow. 

The Santa Fé, Burlington, and two or three 
smaller lines were not parties to the joint 
notice issued last Saturday anhouncing 
those rates, but since then all of them, ex- 
cept the Santa Fé, have given independent 
notice that they will put the low rates in 
effect. The Santa Fé, to meet the competi- 
tion of the other roads, will have to adopt 
the new rates to California points, but it 
thinks March 1 is too early a d&te to put 
them in effect, fearing it will affect the 
regular California tourist business. There- 
fore, it is anxious to have the roads agree 
upon @ later date. 


Two Roads Offer Low Rates. ~ 


The new colonist rates, $25 from Chicago 
to Montana and $30 to the Pacific coast, are 
as low as any ever made. The trouble was 
caused by the insistence of the Great North- * 
ern and Northern Pacific for a $25 colonist 
rate to Montana and-Washington points.. 
The Union Pacific felt that it had to meet 
those rates over the Oregon Short Line, and 
in this determination it was upheld by nearly 
all the roads running west from Chicago. 


Fear Question Will Bring War. 

As the Union Pacific announced rates not 
only to Portland but also to Puget Sound 
points and other cities tributary to the Great 
Northern, the latter retaliated by extend- 
ing the new rates to all points on the South- 
ern Pacific between Portland and Ashland. 
This brought the Southern Pacific into the 
fight, and it was decided to make corre- 
spondingly low rates to all points in Califor- 
nia. While it has been decided these cheap 
rates should not be honored in sleeping cars, 
yet it is feared first-class passengers will be 
enabled to take advantage of? the low rates 
and that the trouble will ultimately lead toa 
general reduction in the first-class rates to 
the Pacific coast. 


Lackawanna Stock in Demand. 


Many rumors regarding the control of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western rail- 
way are in-circulation. A big fight is said to 
be in progress among the multimillionaires 
to secure possession of this property. The 
Goulds and the Rockefellers on one side and 
the Vanderbilts on the other are said to be 
arrayed against one another, and their buy- 
ing is said to be responsible for the big ad- 
vance in Lackawanna stock during the last 
two weeks, 


Denial of Great Western Rumor. 

There is no truth in the report that the Har- 
riman-Hill interests have acquired control 
of the Chicago Great Western railway. The 
Harriman and Hill interests are not working 
in unison and there is no likelihood of their 
joining hands in the acquirement of new 
properties at the presenttime. It is asserted, 
however, that Mr. Hill has been purchasing 
Great Western securities for some time and 
has acquired enough to give him a voice in 
the future of the road. ee 

The relations between President Stickney 
and President Hill are of a friendly nature 
and the former would rather have Hillasa 
partner than Harriman. 


New Branch for Santa Fe. 


It is the intention of the Santa F¢ to begin 
in the spring the construction of a line from 
Roswell, N. M., to El Paso, Tex., to com- 
pete with the new Rock Island line to Bl 

aso, which will be opened for regular traf-. 
fic about March 1. Roswell, N. M., is the 
terminus of the Pecos Valley railroad re- 
eently purchased by the Santa Fé. The 
Rock Island line to El Paso is about 200 
miles shorter from Chicago than the present 
Santa Fé route, but the proposed extension 
of the Pecos Valley road would wipe out 
the difference in mileage and give the Santa 
Fé a Httle the better of it. ;

steadily growing industry all over the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and that the farmers there 
would bitterly resent any concessions to the 
Cubans on that account. 

Dr. Wiley’s reports, however, show that 
the beet sugar area in the Mississippi val- 
ley at least is exceedingly restricted and 
probably is determined by climatic reasons 
which cannot be changed by the art of man. 
. On the other hand, the advocates of con- 

cessions to Cuba are preparing to enter upon 
a campaign to show that the farmers of the 

Mississippi Valley can expect a direct per- 
sonal pecuniary advantage from the admis- 
sion into Cuba at a reduced rate of their 
cattle, hogs, and flour. 

It is believed that when the representa- 
tives from the South, with the exception of 
Louisiana, realize that they never can raise 
any beet sugar, but that they can secure 
an exclusive market in Cuba for their rice, 
the settlement of the pending question wiil be 
extremely easy. 

It is a notorious fact that the agitation in 
the House against relief for Cuba could 
not last for forty-eight hours if it were not 
for the assistance it has received from the 
iron and steel interests of Pennsylvania, the 
highly protected manufactures of New 
England, and some of. the representatives 
of the tobacco farmers of Connecticut an 
the wool growers of Ohto. 

No one of these great industries is affected 
in the slightest degree by the proposed 
reciprocity with Cuba, but their representa- 
tives have been led to believe that if 
reciprocity with Cuba proves to be success- 
ful there will.be a popular demand for 
reciprocity with other countries, and that 
in the end some of these highly protected 
industries might be made to suffer. 

If this fear could be removed the House 
would not pay the slightest particle of at- 
tention to the demands of Mr. Oxnard and 
his associates because the same men made 
the same kind of talk regarding Hawaii, and 
yet every one knows that the annexation 
of those islands has not influenced the sugar 
market at all.

WOMEN PLEAD FOR VOTE 


SUFFRAGISTS APPEAR BEFORE 
CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES. 


Susan B. Anthony Leads the Arguments 
Before Senators, Claiming Right of 
Franchise, and Mrs. Carrie C. Catt 
Endeavors to Convince Members of 
House That Females Should Have 

Veice in the Government—Ask In- 
vestigation of Subject. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—Delegations 
representing the Woman’s Suffrage associa- 
tion, now in session here, appeared before 
committees of Congress today in advocacy 
of their plea that women be allowed to exer- 
cise the right of suffrage. : 

In the Senate they appeared before the 
Committee on Woman Suffrage. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Senator Bacon of 
Georgia, who turned the control of the hear- 
ing over to Miss Susan B. Anthony, who 
made the first address of the day. She be- 


‘gan by saying that for thirty-four years, or 


seventeen Congresses, the women have been 
coming to Congress with their pleas, but 
only on one occasion had their proposed 
amendment to the constitution been taken 
up in the Senate for discussion. She there- 
fore made an appeal to be heard by the Sen- 
ate, expressing the conviction that the wom- 
en of the country are as much entitled to be 
heard as are the Filipinos, the Porto Ricans, 
and the Hawalians. : 


Mrs. Catt Speaks in House. 


On the House side the delegation appeared 
before the Judiciary committee. Mrs. Car- 
rie C. Catt, President of the association, ex- 
plained to the committee that she desired 
particularly that the foreign delegates 
should describe to the committee the prog- 
ress of the woman suffrage movement in 
their parts of the world. The speakers to- 
day were Miss Vida Goldstein of Australia, 
Mrs. Ewald of Sweden, Mrs. Freediland of 
Russia, Mrs. Fenwick Miller of England, 
Isabelle Campbell of Wyoming. Miss The- 
odosia Ammons of Colorado, Mrs. Lapish of 
Utah, Mrs. Weaver of Idaho, and Mrs. Catt. 


The Rev. Anna H. Shaw Talks. 


The Rev. Anna Howard Shaw recalled the 
thirty-four years of knocking at the door of 
Congress for wpeman suffrage. Years ago, she 
said, the women came here with only the- 
ories, but today they could stand on the re- 
sult of suffrage wherever it has been grant- 
ed in this country. 


She urged the appointment of a committee

WHEELER SCORED 
BY COLLEAGUES. 


Stung by Denunciations, Ken- 
tuckian Says He Stands 
by His Speech. 


UPHELD BY ONE MEMBER. 


‘Two Democrats in the House De- 


clare They Cannot Indorse 
Attack on Royalty. 


NOT SENTIMENT OF PARTY. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—{Special.]— 
Denounced by many Of his colleagues in 
the House for his speech assailing Secretary 
Hay and Lord Pauncefote and criticising the 
plans for the entertainment of Prince Henry, 
Mr. Wheeler of Kentucky today declared he 
stood by everything he said last Friday, and 
was willing to make the affair a campaign 
issue. 

Letters, telegrams, and one cablegram 
from London commending his utterances 
were read by Mr. Wheeler, who denied any 
intent to insult Prince Henry or the German 
people. 

Mr. Wheeler found one supporter, Mr. 
Talbert of South Carolina, who indorsed all 
the statements of the Kentuckian. Two 

-Democrats—Robinson of Indiana and Thay- 
er of .Massachusetts—rose to explain that 
Mr, Wheeler did not express their senti- 
res > nor the sentiments of the Democratic 
party. . 


Gillett Criticises Wheeler. | 

Mr. Gillett of Massachusetts, in a half 
hour’s speech, declared that the intemper- 
ance of Mr. Wheeler’s language carried its 
own condemnation. Nevertheless he (Gil- 
lett) grievously deplored such an affront to 
a foreign country. 

Mr. Gillett began by stating, in reference to 
Mr. Wheeler’s remarks, that the more dis- 
graceful such utterances were the more no- 
toriety they achieved. Such remarks ad- 
dressed to a forefgn country naturally made 
an impression abroad. People there knew 
nothing of the man who gave utterance to 
them. They only knew of his official position 
as a member of the American House of Rep- 
resentatives. On that account, he gaid, the 
stigma of the speech attached to all of the 
members here. If every one of the gentle- 
man’s friends told him what he thought of 
him, Mr. Gillett said, there perhaps would be 
some strained friendships. At this point the 
two Democrats arose and disclaimed sym- 
pathy with Mr. Wheeler’s remarks, 


‘Democrat Denounces Speech. 


Mr. Robinson, amid Republican applause, 
declared that the Democratic party could 
mot be held responsible for his statements. 

‘“‘T have made no such charge,” observed 
Mr. Gillett, *‘ but iP gentlemen on the other 
side do not agree with Mr. Wheeler they 
should say 

This brought Mr. Thayer te his feet with 
another statement that Mr. Wheeler spoke 
for himself. It was unjust and unfair, he 
declared, to charge the Democrats with be- 
ing in sympathy with his utterances, 

“ One after another,’’ observed Mr. Gillett,

Then Mr. Talbert jumped up. ‘‘ I want to 
say,” he cried, “‘ that I desire to take my 
share of the responsibility for that speech.

Opposes Worship of Royalty. . 

Continuing. Mr. Gillett said the good will 
of every nation was valuable to the United 
States, and that it was exceedingly unwise 
to filling a taunt in the facé of a great people. 
Personally, he said, he himself was not in 
sympathy with the worship of royalty. 
There were only two classes in this country 
who regarded birth. One was the aristo- 
cratic class of the great cities and the other 
the class which refused to recognize refine- 
ment, culture, or education if it was tainted 
with color. But he had believed that the 
visit of Prince Henry was a proper occasion 
for a suitable demonstration of good will. 

The nation’s relations with Germany, he 
said, recently had been almost strained, and 
here was an opportunity to display friend- 
ship. Besides, it would be churlish and in- 
hospitable not to welcome properly the rep- 
resentative of the German people. Just at 
this time he believed that it was proper to 
send embassies to England and Spain to at- 
tend the coronadions, although he was not 
in full sympathy, generally speaking, with 

Mr. Wheeler replied to Mr. Gillett. He dis- 
claimed any idea that on last Friday he had 
spoken for any one except himself, though 
he believed that many people believed as he 


telegrams from different parts of the coun- 
try containing unstinted praise of his speech. 


Discusses Visit of Wales. 


For himself, he said, he preferred to tell 
the truth, no matter how unpalatable it 
might be. Adverting to the statements 
made by Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. Gillett last 
Friday about the visit of the Prince of Wales 
during Buchanan’s administration, Mr. 
Wheeler declared that those statements 
were absolutely incorrect. He said Presi- 
dent Buchanan had received the Prince as a 
private individual and had borne the ex- 
pense out of his own pocket; he had even 
pald the cost of a government revenue cut- 
ter used on that occasion. He said that he 
never had objected to receiving a distin- 
guished foreigner with proper consideration. 
What he objected to was the spirit of trucu- 
lency and sycophancy that had character- 
ized this and the preceding administration, 
especially in the conduct of the State de- 

tment. 
Tratavetne to the communications he had 
received, he said that nine-tenths of them 
were from Northern States and a great ma- 
jority of them from Republicans. ‘* Before 
the American people,” he declared, “I say 
unhesitatingly that I have nota word to re- 
tract. I sincerely believe we are drifting to 
a position hostile to republicanism.

TO VOTE ON PHILIPPINE BILL. 


Senate Agrees to Close Debate on Tariff 
Measure on Monday—Welling- 
ton Praises Schley. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—It was agreed 
by the Senate today that a final vote on the 
Philippine tariff bill and the pending amend- 
ments should be taken next Monday after- 
noon at 4 o'clock. The only stipulation made 
by the minority was that the last day’s de- 
bate should be devoted to speeches not ex- 
ceeding fifteen minutes in duration. 

Senator Wellington of Maryland spoke to- 
day in opposition to the pending bill and 
Senator Stewart of Nevada spoke in sup- 
port of the measure. Mr. Wellington’s ad- 
dress covered the Philippine question gen- 
erally. He set forth his well-known views 
forcefully. He always had been a Repub- 
lican, he said, a believer in the system of 
protection, and ‘a supporter of a gold 
- standard of currency, but he had come to the 
parting of the ways with his party in 1898, 
when it developed “ its imperialistic tenden- 
cies.’’ He opposed the pending tariff bill 
because he did not think Congress had the 
right to enact legislation by which people 
were taxed without representation, and gov- 
erned without their consent. : 


Schley Declared the Victor. 

Passing incidentally from the Philippines 
to Cuba, Mr. Wellington referred to the 
battle of Santiago, where the American 
squadron, he declared, was under the com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Sampson, but was 
led by ‘‘ the Maryland hero, Rear Admiral 
Schley.’’ He continued: 

**From that moment the end was .won. 
Schley commanded the vessels of the Ameri- 
can squadron in that engagement. He stood 
in the midst of that battle and won out as no 
battle ever was won before. 
ministration has been as unjust to him as it 
has been to the Cubans and Filipinos.

appropriating $70,700 to carry the treaty 
into effect; to provide for the service of war- 
rants issued by United States Commissioners 
in the district of Minnesota,.and for the 
summary disposition by such commissioners 
of certain cases connected with Indian liquor 
traffic, and providing for the monument to 
mark the site of the Fort Phil Kearny mas- 
sacre. 


ARMY ALARMED BY MASSACRE. 


Gov. Taft Explains Reason for Treason 
and Sedition Laws Framed by 
Philippine Commission. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—Governor Taft 
of the Philippines today continued before the 
Senate committee on the Philippines his dis- 
cussion of the question of tranquillity in the 
archipelago. He said that the recent 
massacre of troops in Samar had a startling 
effect upon the army, and created suspicion 
and fear of treachery in other sections. The 
, Governor did not think, however, such appre- 
hension justified, and said he felt as safe 
in Manila as in Washington. Civilians sei- 
dom carry arms there. 

In explaining the treason and sedition laws 
the Governor said that while Manila is quiet 
and has been practically so ever since the 
American occupation, it is still used*as a 
center of agencies for the promotion of in- 
surrection. There was always there a party 
of irreconcilables. Nothing had, he said. 
been done for the enactment of such laws 


| until the establishment of the civil govern- 


ment. 

It then became evident that the Filipino 
junta was preparing to locate in that city, 
making that point the center for the propa- 
ganda. General Wright, therefore, was 
directed to prepare a law on this subject and 
had done so. The denunciation of the secret 
societies had been inserted, he stated, be- 
cause they had been made the chief instru- 
ment of agitation against the United States. 

The commission had felt that secret soci- 
eties were the most fruitful aids to the war, 
and had taken the position that political agi- 
tation should be confined to open meetings 
and prevented in oath-bound societies. 

Speaking of Aguinaldo having General 
Luna assassinated, Governor Taft said that 
‘* under the common law there Is scarcely an 
insurgent General who could not be pun- 
ished for assisting in securing the murder of

After weeks of debate and 

Town Rule the rejection of numerous 
in Con- amendments, the Connecti- 
mecticut. cut constitutional con- 
vention has at last taken de- 

cisive action. A general resolution call- 
ing for town equality in the Lower 
House was passed a few days ago and 
was followed the next day by the passage 
of another resolution giving each of the 168 
towns one representative. The New Haven 
correspondent of the New York Evening Post 
points out that this cuts down by 3 per cent 
the representation of the seventeen urban 
towns in the Lower House as it now stands, 
and in the Senate where the urban towns 
under the November amendment obtained 


popular representation the cities can only ;} 


gain in number of Senators, not in ratio. 
The actual disparity is therefore worse than 
under the present system, Connecticut has 
been well named the land of steady habits, 
and one of the habits in which it is the steadi- 
est is that of town rule in State legisla- 
tion. There is no probability that the con- 
vention, its majority being from the towns, 
would give the cities increased representa- 
tion if it should sit forever, and there is no 
possibility that the action of the conven- 
tion, as it now stands, will be ratified by the 
people. Steadiness of habits is sometimes a 
misfortune, especially where getting out of 
ruts is concerned. | 


It certainly looks as if the 
‘gocial barrier that has hith- Cultivating 
erto separated mistress and the Cooks.

and as if democracy was to owe to domestic- 
ity its brightest jewel. The introduction of 
cooking into schools and academies has 
. developed a new regard for this accom-

servants will certainly Create a new respect 
for those who turn this talent into a profes- 
sion. Of course we all remember Emerson’s 
commendable determination to have “ Ly- 
dia,”’ the cook, and “ Louisa,’’ the second 
girl, eat at the same table with the family, 
and what canie of it. ‘‘ Louisa,’”’ he writes 
to his brother, ‘‘accepted the plan with 
great kindness and readiness; but Lydia 
firmly refused."’ No-doubt the ladies of Wil- 
mette will meet with many Lydias in the 
course of their somewhat different experi- 
ments, but it is to be hoped that they will 
not lack for Louisas. Of course, just as 
when one employs a plumber it is good 
plumbing, rather than personal culture, that 
ohe demands, so it is that one first requires 
that a cook shall know how to cook. But 
there is no reason why she should not know 
much besides, and any effort to displace the 
old tradition that domestic service and 
mental deficiency go hand in hand should be 
encouraged. 


PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 


The insurance men of Chicago are natur- 
ally somewhat disturbed by the prospects 
_there are for a reduced fire department ap- 
propriation. Last year the department 
spent about $1,650,000. For this year it 
‘asks for $2,400,000, but may get less than 

in 1901, No doubt the department should 
get more, not less, money. As Chief Musb- 
am pointed out in his estimate, there ought 
to be a general enlargement of the fire serv- 
lee, New engine-houses and new companies 
are a necessity. But, as can be seen from 
the famous sentence, “thy necessity is 
greater than mire,” there are sometimes 
several necessities existing together. It 
may be that the necessities of the other city 
departments are not actually greater than 
the particular necessity to which Chief 
Musham calls attention. Nevertheless, 
they are necessities, If the Council should 
give the Fire department the appropriation 
it requests a reduction of a most serious 
character in the appropriations granted to 
the Police department, the Health depart- 
ment, the Bureau of Streets, and all the 
Other municipal bodies and offices might be 
mecessary. No such reduction can safely be 
made. The Fire department must, of 
course, get its fair share—a little more than 
& fair share, even--of the crust of the city’s 
poverty. But the Council may not be able 
to give it all the underwriters desire. 

It does not follow, however, that because 
the companies are unlikely fo be able to 
get for the Fire department an adequate 
eum of money they need feel that they can 
Go nothing to save themselves from unnec- 


essary loss. The reason why they have lost : 


#0 heavily in Chicago during the last few 
months is to be found not so much in the 
inadequacy of the measures that are taken 
to eheck fires after they have broken out 
os in the want of measures to prevent fires 


from breaking out at all. It is this latter | 
method of Gre protection that really neéds 


to be developed. 

If the insurance companies interest them- 

»selves in it they probably will save them- 
pelves a great deal of money. They should 
’ gee to it even more energetically than in 
the pest that new buildings are really, as 
well as ostensibly, built in compliance with 
ordinances; that al) buildings are continually 
inspected; that bad buildings are condemned 
to make way for better ones; that electric 
wires are not laid in euch a way as to be 
/@angerous; that tanks on the tops of build- 
ings are adequately supported; that no in- 
Sammable materials are stored in excessive 
quantities; in short, that the city ordinances 
are rigidly aud univtermittently enforced.

THE SPEAKER'S LETTER. 


. Speaker. Henderson is lacking in discre- 
tion and sound judgment. He writes to a 
constituent: have accepted the lies 
sent out by the press which is being manipu- 
lated in the interest of free trade with 
Cuba.” 

The préss is not disseminating lies. It 
is standing by the President and the Secre- 
tary of War. It has spread far and wide 
the opinions of the President and the Secre- 
tary and of many distinguished Senators 
of the United States regarding trade with 
Cuba. The non-concurrence of the Speaker 
in these opinions has disagreeably surprised . 
a number of his constituents. Hence his 
untimely exhibition of bad temper. 

Speaker Henderson cannot prove his ac- 
cusations against the press—accusations 
which are not so much leveled at it as they 
are at the administration and at Senators 
of both parties who are in hearty sympathy 
with an enlightened Cuban policy. The 
Speaker's statements would be’ extraor- 
dinary even if they applied to the press 
alone. They show that he thinks intem- 
perately and writes as he thinks, He does 
not appear to have that faculty of cool, 
moderate statement it is so desirable every 
man in public life and especially the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives should 


It is apparent from this infelicitous let- 
ter of Mr. Henderson to a disturbed con- 
stituent that the Speaker is not able to 
admit that there can be an honest difference 
of opinion concerning Cuba. If he were 
fair enough to make this admission he would 
not ‘assume that the men whose Cuban sen- 
timents he opposes are interested in “ pro- 
moting free trade,” or breaking down the 
protective policy of the Republican party, 
or “slaughtering the farming interests of 
the country,” or are preaching any new and 
incendiary doctrine. There is in all this im- 
puting of bad motives a sad lack of courtesy 
and dignity. 

The Speaker has lost his bearings, He 
is going altogether too fast and too far. 
He has a rough tongue and his public ut- 
terances are not so carefully measured as 
they should be, especially when he falls foul 
of people who do not agree with him. He 


who cannot stand prosperity and whom too 
high elevation makes dizzy. If the Speaker 
were to come down a step or two from his 
pedestal he would be a better man, less ab- 
sorbed in his own thoughts, and more in- 
terested in the general welfare. 

The Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives is not the recognized leader of the Re- 
publican party. He is not the man to 
whom it looks for instruction or from whom 
it meekly accepts admonition or reproof.

A leader must have discretion. A man

Henderson. He seems to be aware of this. 
It does not follow that the press is wrong 
as to him or the Cuban question or that 
the Speaker is right. : 

The Speaker has fallen out with most 
of the correspondents in Washington. He 
is extremely unpopular with certain ele- 
ments in his own party, whose good will he 
might well afford to have. Wise men in 
public life cultivate good will. The ap- 
parent policy of the Speaker has been to 
repel many who would willingly support 
him if he gaye them a fair chance to doit. 


“AMERICAN LINE” SUBSIDY GRAB. 

Senator Hanna doubts the wisdom of 
the repeal of all the war taxes. He is not 
certain that prosperity may not wane after 
Congress has tepealed these taxes and has 
made appropriations for the isthmian canal 
“and other projects now pending.” Then 
there may be a deficit instead of a surplus 
in the Treasury. One of these “ other 
projects ” doubtless is the ship subsidy bill 
in which the Senator takes a lively interest. 

This bill contemplates expenditures for 
two distinct purposes, It is proposed, first, | 
to make the postal subsidy rates about 
one-third larger than those paid under’the 
act of 1891 and also to make a different 
classification. There are gross inequalities 
in the rates now paid. For instance, dur- 
ing the last fiscal year the government paid 
to the American line $528,587 for carrying 
71,000,000 grams of letters and 640,000,000 
grams of printed matter. The Cunard line 
for carrying 137,000,000 grams of letters 
and 835,000,000 grams of printed matter 
got only $215,000. The White Star line 
for carrying 62,000,000 grams of letters and 
826,000,000 grams of printed matter re- 
ceived only $91,590. ; 

Although the American line is being paid 
at a rate about three times as high as that 
paid to other lines doing the same kind of 
work, it is proposed so to change the classi- 
fication as to confine for the present the 
payment of the largest subsidies to the 
four vessels of the American line of over 
10,000 tong burden, which are capable of a, 
speed of twenty knots, and the rate of pay- 
ment is to be increased. - | 

Legislation of this nature is peculiarty. 
desirable from the point of view of the 
American line and that Prince of Grabbers, 
Clement A. Griscom. The postal contract 
of the American line is about to expire. 
Naturally it is anxious to have that cop- 
tract renewed on a more profitable basis. 
This anxiety is not shared by the American 
public. A steamship line which has been 
petted and pampered for the last ten yeara 
and now has only four good ships is not de- 
serving of additional favors. — 

The bill provides also for the payment 
of subsidies to Ameri vessels carrying 
ocean freights. In earlier there 
limitation of $9,000,000 on the total yearly 
amount of these subsidies. In this bill there 
is none. If it should pass the Treasury 
might not be called on to pay oat more than 
$9,000,000 for the first year or two, but it 
would be called on-for larger contributions 
in the course of a few years. 3 ie 
Nor would this be the worst of it. The 
passage of this bill would commit the gov- 
ernment to the theory that it is Impossible 
for the United States to have an ocean 
marine without the aid of subsidies. The

grant of subsidies would be the death biow | 


to private enterprise in the future. A polit- 
ical convulsion might, and probably would, 
sweep away these subsidies as the sugar 
bounties of 1890 were swept away. But 
the taste for subsidies once acquired would 
linger. The feeling would long endure 
that without them Americans would be un- 
able to carry on foreign commerce in their 
own ships. 7 

If the repeal df all the war taxes shall 
tend to make subsidy legislation less likely 
there is another and an excellent reason 
for the repeal of all the war taxes. It is 
highly undesirable that war. taxes should 


be continued in order that the American 


line may be paid more extravagantly than 
at present for carrying the mails and in 
order that there may be surplus funds in 
the Treasury to serve as an excuse for 
fastening on the country the fatal policy 
of subsidizing the merchant marine and 
depriving American ship-owners of all self- 
reliance and energy. 


NOW FOR CUBA. 

The House has passed a bill repealing all 
the war taxes. The Senate will now decide 
which taxes shall he repealed. The Com- 
mitee on Ways and Means having got rid of 
the tax reduction question will now take up 
the Cuban question, 

There are three distinct propositions 


which, it-is said, will receive the attention 


of the committee. They are: 

1. A flat reduction of from 25 to 83 per cent of 
the tariff on Cuban sugar and tobacco. 

2. An outright appropriation of money to the 
Cuban government to be by it distributed. 

3. A rebate on imvortations of Cuban sugar, to 
b3 paid to the producers of the staple. 

The first of these propositions is in every 
way the most satisfactory. In the event of 
a lowering of the duties on Cuban sugar and 
tobacco the producers will get at once the 
larger returns for the products it is 
desirable they should. Money voted to 
a Cuban government for the benefit of cer- 
tain producers would reach them slowly 
and some of it might never reach them. The 
rebate plan involves bookkeeping and de- 
lays. There is one siniple, straightforward 
method of dealing with the question. That 
is to reduce the duties. ‘ 

This is the method the Committee on 
Ways and Means and the House should 
adopt. It is of more importance, however, 
that the House should pass some kind of a 
measure without delay, and thus give the 
Senate an opportunity to determine the 
exact measure of relief to be given to 
Cubans. It is the Senate, and not the 
House, which is to determine this question, 
fnd therefore the sooner-the Senate shall 
have an opportunity to do so the better will 
it be for the Cubans who are waiting nerv- 
ously to learn what the American arbiters 
of their destiny intend doing forthem. ~~

CHICAGO’S TURN WILL COME. 


New York is at present struggling with 
one of those tremendous snow-storms which, 


‘though exceedingly impressive, are still 


more exceedingly disagreeable. A snow- 
storm in a large city is an impertinence. In 
certain other places it is perfectly appropri- 


ate. On a wide prairie, for instance, when 


it begins in the gloaming and spends the 
night softening the barb-wire fences and 
concealing the pigsties, it is a thing to be 


admired and commended. In the city, how- | 


ever, when it drifts along the narrow streets, 
piles itself up on the street car tracks, falls 
off thé elevated structures in large masses 
on the heads of the people below, chokes 
traffic of every kind, and effects universal 
delay in business and pleasure, it is a thing 
to be deprecated and condemned. 

It argues} either that Dame Nature is 
careless in the direction of her energies or 
that she is malicious. The city does not 
want snow. The country does. It would 
seem, therefore, that a wise economy of 
things would divert urban snow tothe rural 


districts and so benefit both parties and 


inj@re neither, 

Pending this change of policy, however, 
New York will be obliged to go to great 
expense in shoveling and carting away the 
snow it did not want nor need. Expense, as 
well as discomfort, is what a city blizzard 


means. Chicago has of late been exception- | 


ally fortunate in this. matter and has 
thereby saved a great dealof money, It has 
had economy thrust upon it. Such a state 
of things is perhaps too fortunate to last.

It is a well-known fact that while the

The Postoffice committee of the House 
recently voted to recommend that all rural 
free delivery routes be operated on the con- 
tract, instead of ‘the salary, basis. 
action—admittedly taken in deference to 


the views of Chairman Loud of California— 


has met @vith such disfavor, particularly 
from other members of the House, that its 
rejection is confidently predicted. The agi- 


tation, however, has brought into promi- 


nence two important facts--one affecting 
the rural free delivery service, and the other 


the general administration of the Postal 


department. 

The first is the need for some method of 
taking appolntments of rural earriers en- 
tirely out of politics. Theoretically these 
appointments should be made by the Post- 
office department on the basis solely of 
recommendations from reliable inspectors 
who had carefully considered each case. 
Practically, however, Congressmen “ inter- 
fere”’ in behalf of friends or supporters. 
There is much to be said, therefore, in favor 
of placing these appointments under civil 
service regulations. The comparative quali- 
fications of candidates should be capable of 
determination by civil service methods; and 
while a good many local examinations would 
be required, the cost and trouble of that 
method of selection would perhaps be even 
less than under a continuance of the current 
plan. At-any rate, a great advantage would 
probably be realized in the character of the 
service as well as in political life.

“LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONT ENOY. 


si Pakailonat 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 


HE application which has just been 
made to the Supreme Court in Brook- 
Ivn for Nermission to sell property in 
‘this country for the benefit cf the 
French creditors of the late Marquis 
de la Vallette, who was born in Brooklyn 
as Samuel Welles, son of a well-known 
Brooklyn citizen of the same name, serves 
to recail a romance which is the more 
worthy of being placed on record owing to 
the fact that if the late Marquis died in 
financial difficulties it was owing to his 


somewhat unusual ney and his high 


sense of honor. 

When his mother, Mrs. Adeline Welles, 
lust her husband, in 1841, she went off with 
her boy and her large fortune to France, 
where she married the old Marquis de la. 
Vallette, who adopted her boy and at his 
death bequeathed to him not only his name 
but also his title, the boy becoming a French 
subject. 

This American-born Marquis, when he 
grew up, married the daughter of the fa- 
mous Bonapartist statesman°and Cabinet 
Minister, M. Rouher, who, during the reign 
of Napoleon III., used to go by the name of 
Vice Emperer, and who is depicted by Emile 
Zola in one of his best novels under the 
name of ‘‘ Son Excellence Eugene Rougon.”’ 

It is pleasant to be able to relate that this 
American-born Marquis was one of the few 
members of the Bonapartist party who re- 
mained faithful to the Empress Eugénie, 
who was not only the godmother of his wife 
but also of his eldest son. Yet the sponsor- 
ship brought them no good fortune, but 
merely the same ill luck that seems to have 
pursued every one in any way associated 
with the consort of the monarch who is 
known in the history of the nineteenth 
century as *‘ The Fatal Man.”’ 

For the Marquise, who, as Mile. Eugénie 
Rouher, had been one of the belles of the 
Tuileries, was burned to death at her Cha- 
teau de Cavaleries, in the Dordogne, her 
dress having caught fire from a cigaret 
which she had just lit; while the eldest son 
succumbed to fever on the west coast of 
Africa, where he had volunteered for active 
service jn order to secure more rapid promo- 


- tion. 


The Marquis, probably owing to his Amer- 
ican birth, had much of the American spirit 
of enterprise in him, and was the earliest 
promoter of the Simplon subalpine tunnel. 
Napoleon III. promised him a subvention of 
$10,000,000, and the Swiss Canton de Vaud 
and the Italian government were about to 
follow suit, when the war between France 
and Germany broke out and the empire 
came to grief: The National Defense gov- 
ernment of France suppressed all subven- 
tions, and the Simplon scheme came to 
naught. 

The Marquis was appointed by the share- 
holders liquidator of the company, and he 
took his duties so much to heart that he 
gave the bulk of his private fortune to clear 
off the company’s debts. The remainder of 
his fortune he sacrificed in supporting the 
hopeless Bonapartist cause, and at the time 
of his death he was insolvent, broken alike 
in purse and in spirit. 

His younger son, Henri de la Vallette, 
however, still survives, as do the lat- 
ter’s three sisters. Henri is one of the 
founders of the Automobile club in France 
and a striking example of the go-dhead 
French aristocrat. He was graduated with 
honors as an engineer at the School! of Mines, 
served for a time as head of the Department 
of Arts et Metiers at Paris, and when the 
Czar applied to the French government for 
an engineer to set up electrical works in 
his Siberian mines De la Vallette was se- 
lected for the job. 

He traveled for weeks on the frozen rivers 
of Siberia. The ice that winter was much. 
broken up. It was necessary to put a fourth 
horse to the sleigh as unicorn. It went for- 
ward as a guide, held by reins twenty yards 
long that dragged on the ice surface. The 
horse eventually was swallowed up at some 
weak spot in the ice where the whole party 
would otherwise have been drowned. At 


the next station another horse was supplied. 
which in turn met with the same fate. And 


so five or six horses were sac rificed on this 


trip through Siberia. 

At length De la Vallette was snowed up 
at a roadside isba for three weeks. The 
postmaser was much distressed because the 
imperial couriers no longer passed by to tell 
him the time of the day. 

‘But have you no clock?” asked his 
French guest. 

“Yes, an old one that belonged to my 
grandfather. But my grandfather died and 


‘ at the same time the soul of: the clock de- 


parted.”’ 
In relating this the Marquis added: “TI 
found that a wheel wags missing. I spent 
a fortnight in making one, and at length I 
set the clock going. You-shou!ld have seen 
the joy of the postmaster and of his family. 
Two months afterwards, as I returned on 
the same:-road, all the postmasters along 
the route hailed me as ‘the Hfe giver of 
clocks,’ and could not do enough for me.”’ 
The Marquis has fulfilled a number of 


government missions of a scientific charac-. 


ter, and has received the Legion of Honor 


for his services in organizing the mining leg- 


islation of Madagascar. 


The practice of securing nobillary titles In. 


France by means of getting oneself adopted 
by ‘some nobleman who is without male heir 
and the last of his line, is far more frequent 
than people in this country dream, and the 
case of the American-born Marquis de la 
Vallette is by no means an {fsolated one. 
Thus it was but the other day that the fol- 


lowing advertisement appeared in the Lon- / 


don Morning Post, which is the organ par 


excellence of London society, edited and 


owned by a peer of the realm: 

‘*An opportunity occurs by which a gen- 
tleman under 20, of good education, may be 
adopted by a childless French Duke, the 
title descending by letters patent to the 
adopted son.’’ 

It was not difficult to identify the Duke 
in question, for there are only about halfa 
dozen in France at the present time who are 
of mature age, childless, and without any 
kind of male heirs. 

Many a penniless nobleman has secured 
a comfortable annuity fom the remainder of 
his days by legally adopting some wealthy 
plebeian, who thereupon assumes not only 
his name but also succeeds to his title—al- 
@vays providing, of course, that the adopter 
and testator has no other living male rela- 
tive of his own name who has a right to 
succeed to his titles. 

Thus the late Marquis of Montcalm, last 
of the lineal descendants of that celebrated 
Erench military commander,and Field Mar- 
shall, who resisted the British conquest of 
Canada during the eighteenth century and 
fell in battle under the walls of Quebec, be- 
queathed his name and his title, which 
would otherwise have become extinct, to a 
young man of the name of Gaston Saint 
Maurice, who is now in consequence known 
as the Marquis of Montcalm, but who has 
not a drop of the old Montcalm blood in his 
veins. He married a short time ago Mlle. 
Pozzo di Borgo, granddaughter of the Ital- 
ian statesman of that name, who played so 
strange a role in the diplomatic service of 
Russia in the early — of the last century. 


Apropos of the tecunetinin raised by the 
kissing of the hand of Edward VII. at the 
first levee which he ‘held as King the other 
day at St. James’ Palace, I may mention 
that there is a good deal of hand-kissing at 
similar court functions at Athens, although 
Greece is the most democratic of all mo- 
narchical states in Europe, so much so that 
it will not even concede the title of Prince 
to the sons of the King. Thus, at the state 
receptions, the line is headed by the prelates 
of the church, whose hands are kissed by 
the Queen. The Ministers, the diplomats, 
and all the other men kiss the ungloved hand 
of the Queen, shaking the hand of the King, 
and the King in turn kisses the hand of all 
the ladies after they have made their 
courtesy to the Queen.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Handsome Volumes of Travel. 
* Burton Holmes’ Lectures,’ by E. Bur- 
ton Holmes. The Preston-Little Co., 
Battle Creek. 

Those delightful travel lectures of Burton 
Holmes may now be had in book form. 
They are being issued in ten volumes by the 
Preston-Little Co. of Battle Creek, Mich., 
for whom the Knaga company, in the Fine 
Arts Building, this city, is handling the 
work. Four of the ten volumes are out. 
Volume I. comprises the lectures, ‘*‘ Into 
Morocco,” Fez,’’ and The Moorish Em- 
pire.”” Volume II. includes, *“* Round About 
Paris ’’ and the two talks on the “* Paris Ex- 
position.’”” Volume III. is made up of ‘‘ The 
Olympian Games,” ‘‘Grecian Journeys,”’ 
and **‘ The Wonders of Thessaly,’ while in 
the fourth volume may be found “ Cities of 
the Barbary Coast,’’ ** Oases of the Algerian 
Sahara,” and Southern Spain.’’ 

It has been a custom of many to set little 
store upon the spoken parts of such enter- 
tainments as Mr. Holmes gives. One'is apt 
to hear it said: ‘OO, the lecture would be 
nothing without the pictures.’’ Decidedly 
it would not be as entertaining, but those 
who read these beautifully printed volumes 
must admit that Mr. Holmes has a distinct 
literary style, remarkably clear and pleas- 


His is no perfunctory description of places 
through which he has passed with unseeing 
eyes, but the record of travel for the pleas- 
ures of travel and for the exercise of keen 
His comments on the people 
and things which come his way are apt and 
sensible, and there is a judicious sprinkling 
of wit, which is all the more delightful for 
not being forced. 

In his foreword Mr. Holmes expresses 
doubt that anything so ephemeral as his 
lectures should stand successfully the 
transition from spoken to printed form. He 
is entirely too modest. They read satis- 
factorily indeed. The books containing 
them are handsome examples of bookmak- 
ing. The paper is super fine and the half 
tone pictures and colored illustrations are 
magnificently reproduced. The decorative 
titles are by Arthur Dodds of Rochester, N. 
Y. Mr. Holmes acknowledges his gratitude 
to Miss Breed, who first realized the pos- 
sibilities of colored lantern slides, and to 
Mr. Depue, his invisible assistant, and Mr. 
Louis Francis Brown, his visible-one. The

“ The Usurper, " by William J. Locke, is 
probably one .of his strongest novels, al- 
though it hardly seems destined to attract 
the same attention as did “ Derelicts ” and 

ibly one or two others. Its essential in- 
terest lies in the character study of Jasper 
Vellacot, a philanthropist, who built up a 
great system of benevolences in England on 
a fortune that he had not possessed honest- 
ly. The situation in which this hero is placed 
at the opening of the story is extremely in- 
teresting from a psychological and an eth- 
ical standpoint. He is already one of the 
greatest benefactors in his country, and only 
to himself is known the fact that his wide- 
spread charities hang on a single thread, 
spun from a questionable act during his 
early life in Australia. 

It is this secret of Jasper Vellacot’s about 
which the plot is formed and in which the 
interest of the whole story centers. The 
study of Vellacot presents a man of stern 
and relentless conscience and unusually high 
integrity. The act which gave him his for- 
tune was the taking of papers from a man 
whom he found dying in a lonely hut, and 
for whom he cared until it seemed useless to 
stay longer. It is the appearance of this 
man after the story is half-way developed 
that gives an exciting turn to the plot and 
lends a new opportunity for the creation of 
an original character study in Vellacot. The 
solution of the plot is simple but effective. 
The man from whom Vellacot had taken the 
papers and whose name he had assumed 
proved to be a villain. After finding an op- 
portunity to betray Vellacot, just at a time } 
when it dashed the philanthropist’s most 
brilliant hopes to the ground, he is discov- 
ered to have been not the original Vellacot, 
but his murderer. It proves that, after all, 
the hero made no mistake in following the 
dictates of his austere conscience in trying

though through his kindness the murderer
